2. DOCUMENT 98 EX/DR. 1 INTRODUCED BY CUBA, BULGARIA, 

GDR, USSR AND SYRIA READS AS FOLLOWS: 

"THE EXECUTIVE BOARD, 

1. HAVING STUDIED DOCUMENT 97 EX/36 (THE REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON CONVENTIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS IN EDUCA- 
TION REFERRING TO 93 EX/DECISION 8.2 AND 95 EX/ 

DECISION 10.1 ) AND ALSO DOCUMENT 97 EX/34, 

2. MINDFUL, FURTHERMORE, OF THE DISCUSSION ON DOCUMENT 
97 EX/33 AND ADD., WHICH SETS OUT FACTS THAT ARE EX- 
TREMELY DISQUIETING FOR THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
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CONCERNING THE CONTINUING VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN 
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CHILE, 

3. CONSIDERING THAT THE DELEGATION OF THE GOVERNMENT 
OF CHILE HAS NOT PROVIDED SATISFACTORY REPLIES, 

4. CONSIDERING ALSO THAT, ACCORDING TO DOCUMENT 98 
EX/38, IT HAS NOT BEEN POSSIBLE TO GIVE SUFFICIENT 
CONSIDERATION TO NEW INFORMATION ON THESE FACTS, AND 
THAT IT IS NECESSARY TO CONTINUE TO STUDY THEM IN ORDER 
TO ENABLE THE EXECUTIVE BOARD TO INFORM THE NINETEENTH 
SESSION OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE STEPS TAKEN TO 
GIVE EFFECT TO 93 EX/DECISION 8.2 AND 95 EX/DECISION

5. DECIDES THAT THE QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE SITUATION 
IN CHILE SHALL BE EXAMINED AGAIN AT THE 99TH SESSION OF 
THE EXECUTIVE BOARD; 

6. RECOMMENDS THAT THE COMMITTEE ON CONVENTIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN EDUCATION, AT ITS NEXT MEETING, 

SHOULD STUDY THE NEW DOCUMENTS AND COMPLAINTS SUBMITTED 
BY NON-GOVERNMENTAL AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONS AND SUBMIT 
A REPORT ON IT STUDY OF THE SITUATION IN CHILE; 

7. REQUESTS THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL TO SUBMIT A REPORT TO 
THE 99TH SESSION OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD ON THE STEPS 
TAKEN TO GIVE EFFECT TO RESOLUTION 1 1.3 ADOPTED BY THE 
EIGHTEENTH SESSION OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE." 

3. DOCUMENT 98/EX/DR.2, INTRODUCED BY ARGENTINA, 

BRAZIL, COLOMBIA, URUGUAY AND TOGO, READS AS FOLLOWS:

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4. RECALLING PARAGRAPH 30(1) OF THE REPORT OF THE 
ABOVE-MENTIONED COMMITTEE (DOC. 97 EX/36), IN WHICH 
THE COMMITTEE 'EARNESTLY REQUESTS THE BOARD TO REVISE 
THE PROCEDURE CURRENTLY FOLLOWED AND TO LAY DOWN MORE 
CLEARLY THE TERMS OF CONFERENCE AND THE TITLE OF THE 
COMMITTEE 1 , 

5. CONFIRMS, AS STATED IN PARAGRAPH 4 OF 77 EX/DECISION 
8.3, THAT UNESCO IS NOT AUTHORIZED UNDER ITS CONSTITU- 
TION TO TAKE ANY MEASURES IN CONNECTION WITH COMPLAINTS 
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REGARDING HUMAN RIGHTS, WHICH CAN BE ENTERTAINED ONLY 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CONVENANTS AND PROTOCOLS SUB- 
SCRIBED TO BY MEMBER STATES; 

6. DECIDES THAT THE COMMITTEE ON CONVENTIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN EDUCATION SHALL HAVE THE FOLLOWING 
TERMS OF REFERENCE: 

A. TO EXAMINE PERIODIC REPORTS BY MEMBER STATES ON 
THEIR IMPLEMENTATION OF THE CONVENTION AND RECOMMENDA- 
TION AGAINST DISCRIMINATION IN EDUCATION WHICH WERE 
ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE AT ITS ELEVENTH 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SESSION (71 EX/DEC. 3.2); 

B. TO EXAMINE COMMUNICATIONS ADDRESSED TO UNESCO IN 
CONNEXION WITH INDIVIDUAL CASES ALLEGING A VIOLATION OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND CULTURE 

(77 EX/DEC. 8.3); 

C. TO EXAMINE THE REPORT OF THE JOINT ILO/UNESCO 
COMMITTEE OF EXPERTS ON THE APPLICATION OF THE RECOM- 
MENDATION CONCERNING THE STATUS OF TEACHERS (82 
EX/DEC. 4.2.4); 

7. REAFFIRMS THAT THE COMMITTEE'S PROCEDURE SHALL CON- 
TINUE TO BE THAT LAID DOWN IN 77 EX/DECISION 8.3 WHICH 
HAD BEEN BASED ON THE PROCEDURE DEFINED IN RESOLUTION 
728 (XXVIII) OF THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL; 

8. REQUESTS THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL, IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE SAID PROCEDURE, TO BRING ALL COMMUNICATIONS RELE- 
VANT TO THE COMMITTEE S TERMS OF REFERENCE TO THE 
NOTICE OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONVENTIONS AND RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS IN EDUCATION; 

9. NOTES WITH REGRET THAT THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF 
THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS, WHICH IS TO ENQUIRE 
INTO THE SITUATION EXISTING AT THE PRESENT MOMENT IN 
CHILE WITH RESPECT TO HUMAN RIGHTS, WAS NOT ABLE TO 
VISIT CHILE; 

10. EXPRESSES THE WISH, AS STATED IN PARAGRAPH 30(J) 

OF THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONVENTIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN EDUCATION (DOC. 97 EX/36), THAT THE 

AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
MAY FULLY ACCOMPLISH ITS WORK AND REQUESTS THAT 
THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF UNESCO BE AMPLY INFORMED OF THE 
RESULTS OF THIS ENQUIRY AND THEN TAKE SUCH MEASURES AS 
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HE CONSIDERS NECESSARY AND INFORM THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 
ABOUT THESE AT ITS NEXT SESSION." 

4. ABOVE TEXTS HAVE BEEN SUBMITTED TO WORKING GROUP IN 
ATTEMPT COME UP WITH COMPROMISE SINGLE TEXT. VOTE WILL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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BE TOMORROW MORNING. IF COMPROMISE TEXT DEVELOPED 
EVERY EFFORT WILL BE MADE TO SEND TO DEPT., BUT 
POSSIBLE THERE WILL NOT BE TIME. IN THAT EVENT, 

PERMDEL PROPOSES, PER INSTRUCTIONS, TO FOLLOW LEAD OF 
BRAZILIANS AND OTHER MODERATE LATINS. HOWEEVER, ODDS ARE 
NO COMPROMISE WILL BE POSSIBLE AND TWO RESO- 
LUTIONS WILL COME TO SEPARATE VOTE.
